In 
1885 there was lield at Alloa the first Bras 
Band Competition open to all ever held in 
Scotland, —In-order to rai the necessary funds 
for the travelling expense of the band, a local 
football contest waa hell in the village, which 
valized the sum of £40, Scotland had not known 
such a contest before, and thousands gathered 
in the park where it war held. The Besses 
‘won the frst prize, £40 in cash,

‘The real entranoo to the Moorish Palace is 
small, mean door which loads you right 
fnto a seeno from “The Arabian Nights.” 
Around the Court af Myrtles are delicato arches 
oof marble and walls of wonderful mosaic. In 
the centre is @ pool of crystal-clear water, where 
two hundred slave girls used to bathe. Now it 
is full of goldfish and surrounded by a low 
equare-cut hedge of myrtles.

Before reaching Granada, you 
pass over relling hills and through 
‘vast orohards of silver-green olive 
trees, and then, glistening in the 
brilliant sunshine, you see the 
eternal snows of the Sierra

almost ‘reached your

Arrived at the station. you climb on to a

‘This outwardly severe palace of the 
Saracen kings i surrounded by massive walls 
‘and ruined towers, which still convey something 


this (iumphal arch in the days of the Moors, 
for the park was planted with roses und oranges 
‘and myriles, and in Sunny Spain, roses bloom 
the whole year round. Even now, in pring, the 
ground is covered with wil flowers and grass, and 
there is n dense wood of English elms, brought 
here in 1812 by the great Duke of Wellington, 

‘The shady paths soon lead you to the Gate

which is carved an open land. Inside the 
Arch is carved a key, and legend Had it that

was the grand reception root; 
and the Sultan's throne stood 
‘opposite the entrance. The ceiling 
is inlaid with white and blue and 
‘gold, ia imitation. of the Vault of 
Heaven, and from. the arched 
windows you look down upon the 
hhousetopa of Granada, far below, 
and ths Valley of tho Darvo 

‘Then comes the eelobrated Court 
of Lions, with ite low gallery of 
fexqhisite filigree work supported 
fon 124 white marble columns, 
Ta the centre is the Fountain of 
tho Lions, a magnificent alabaster 
usin upheld by" twelva white marhl 
lions, From the “Patio de los Lines" you 
pass to the Hall of tho Aboacerrages, 20 called 
Decnuso it was here that the last Moorish King 
‘of Granada murdered no fewer than thirty-six 
Knights of that illustrious. name, 

Leaving the Alhambra behind, you must poy 
short visit to the beautiful gardena of the 
Generalife," the samtner place af the kings, 
where geraniuns and orange-blosioms flower 
in profusion, and fountains play: the whole day 
Tong.
